＋ \ H E Proceedings upon Commiſſions againſt Bankrupts are be- 
come ſo — 4 — are . Men in Trade but 
have or may have an Ocraſion to be concerned therein; either 
| as Creditors of the Bankrupt, or Debtors to his Eſtate ; eſpe- . 
cially ſuch who live in this Metropolis, and other great Towns in the 
Kingdom; therefore an Extract of the Laws relating to Bankrupts, the 
Method of proceeding, and the Proceedings themſelves under a Commiſ- 
fron of Bankrupt, may be vety neceſſary and uſeful to them, as well as 
to Attornies and Solicitors; Therefore it is intended in this Treatiſe to 
ſhew the Laws relating to Bankrupts, ſo far, that every Man may ſee 
how he may be affected by, and how act under a Commiſſion in any con- 
cern he may have therewith, whether he be Debtor, Creditor, or Aſ- 
ſignee ; that the Bankrupt may ſee his Duty and Intereſt ; and that the 
Solicitor and his Clerk may be inſtructed to act with Readineſs and Pro- 
priety under a Commiſſion of Bankrupt. 


Of a Bankrupt, and the Heads of the Statutes 
now in fozce relating to Bankrupfts. 


A Bankrupt is that Perſon, whoſe Bank or Stock is ſo broken, and ex- 
hauſted, that he is obliged to break and fail; and ſignifies every Man or 
Woman that by Buying and Selling hath got other Mens Goods or Money 
into his or her Hands, and by ſecreting him or herſelf endeavonrs to de · 
fraud his or her Creditors: And by the Stat. of 1 Fac, 1. c. 15. ſect. 2. 
is deſcribed thus, wiz. ** All and every Perſon who Hall uſe the Trad of 
« Merchanditze by way of Bargaining, Exchange, Bartering or otherwiſe 
« in Grofs, or by ſeeking his or her Living by Buying and Selling, who ſhall 
* depart his Houſe, or abſent himſelf, or ſuffer himſelf to be arreſted for any 
« Debt, or other Thing not grown due, for Money delivered, Wares ſold, 
* or other good Conſideration, or Hall ſuffer himſelf to be outlawed, or ga 
* to Priſon, or fraudulently procure a a bs arreſied, or his Money or

1 Goods attached, or make any fraudulent Conveyance of his Lands, Goods 
« or Chattels, whereby his Creditors may be defeated in the Recovery of their 
* juft Debts; or being arreſted for Debt, ſhall lie in Priſon-fix- Months or

Set. g. enacts, That where Perſans ſhall frau- 


Adulently ſwear or affirm before the Commiſſioners, or by Affidavit or Af - 


firmation, that a Sum of Money is due from a Bankropt, which ſhall not 


be really due, and ſhall, in reſpe& of ſuch ſictitious Debt, ſign his Con- 


ſent to a Certificate of ſuch Bankrupt's Diſcharge from his Debts, that 


unleſs ſuch Bankrupt ſhall, before the Commiſſioners ſhall have figned ſuch. 


Certificate, by Writing by him to be ſigned and delivered to one or more 


of the Commiſſioners or Aſſignees, diſcloſe the faid Fraud, and object to 


the Reality of ſuch Debt, ſuch Certificate ſhall be void, and ſuch Bank- 
rupt ſhall not be diſcharged, or receive any Benefit or Allowance by Vir- 
tue of 5 Geo. 2. c. 30. g. 7. and by Sec. 10. 24 Geo. 2. c. 57. where 
any Creditor reſides in foreign Parts, his Letter of Attorney atteſted by a 
Notary Public in uſual Form, ſhall be ſufficient Evidence of the Authority, 
by which any Perſpn thereby authorized ſhall ſign any Certificate. | 
From theſe Extracts, 'tis plain, that the Laws relating to Bankrupts are 
beſt ſeen from the Acts themſelves, where the Reaſons conducing to the 
making of them, and the Miſchiefs intended from time to time to be re- 
dreſſed, will neceſſarily evince the Remegies to be adminiſtered are exceed. 
ing good, and beneficial to the honeſt Trader; and though the ſame Laws 
under proper Heads may be ſomewhat more fully ſet forth in the ſubſequent 
Fart hereof, yer we may obſerve here, that tis not the buying and ſelling 
of Land, but of perſonal Things that makes a Man liable to be Bankrupt ; 
100 nor is it buying only, or ſelling only, but it is both buying and ſel- 
ing ; and every one that gets, or endeavours and ſeeks to. get his Living 
by buying and ſelling in Trade, and Merchandize, may be a Bankrupt, 
on his failing therein: So an Auornęy may be a Bankrupt by buying and 
ſelling in Trade and Merchandize, and tho' he is of no —_— as a 
Tiadeſman, yet he ſhall be conſidered as a Dealer and Chapman in Trade 
and Merchandize ; Farmers and Grazjers are excepted out of the Statutes, 
as buying and ſelling is not their only or principal Means of Livelihood 3

The Acts of Bankruptcy are ſet forth by the Statute, but tis to 6. ob- 
ſerved, that a Man's departing from his Houſe, or abſenting himſelf, c. 
muſt be with an Intent to defraud his Creditors; for on a Man's. going 
away, a meer Suſpicion that he is gone with that Intent, or the Report 
of his Neighbourbood 'tis ſo, is not ſufficient Proof of a Bankruptcy, 
unleſs:Length of Time or other Circumſtances concur ; for the Man may 
be gone upon Buſineſs, and ſuſpected wrongfully ; a general Report may 
be a falſe Report: 

If a Man goes ſometimes at large, ſo that he may. be met with ſome 
Time or other, it will excuſe him; but if he keeps in his own Houſe, or 
in the Houſe of another, or on Ship-board for fear of being arreſted ; or 
being at Home orders . himſelf to be denied to a Creditor, or ha- 
ving an Execution privately in his Houſe, &c. are good Proofs. of a 
Bankruptcy. 

A: Denying is frequently made uſe of by Tradeſmen themſelves, to give 
Colour to'a Proof of an A& of Bankruptcy, that a friendly. Cram 
may iſſue thereon in order to get releaſed from Debts. 

The Commiſſioners have a Power to adjudge a Man a Bankrupt, on the 
Oath of any one Witneſs: to an Act of Bankruptcy ; yet in an AQtion, | 
the Jury muſt find whether he was ſo, or not; for if a Commiſſion is not 
duly obtained againſt a Perſon, he may traverſe it by ſaying he is not a 
Bankrupt. 8 Rep, 121. 

And where a Commiſſion is not duly obtained, any one or more of the 
Bankrupr's Creditors may join and ſuperſede it; as if a Bankrupt after a 
Commiſſion iſſued pay the Perſon who ſued it out, or deliver him Goods 
or Security for his Debt, whereby he may have more in the Pound than, 
the other Creditors, ſuch Payment, Ec. is an Act of Bankrupt A ty of 
by ſuch Commiſiion may, be ſuperſeded, and another award 
Perſon receiving ſuch Goods, or other Satisfaction, forfeits as — If 
Debt, as what he received, which he muſt pay back and deliver up (or, 
e full Value thereof) to be divided amongſt the other Creditors.

To tale out a Commiſion. 


The firſt Thing to be conſidered, is the Proof of an Act of Bank. 
ruptcy ; the Acts of Bankruptcy are very many, as may be ſeen by the 
Statutes; and on deſigned friendly Commiſſions no Difficulty can ariſe; 
becauſe the Party is ready to do every Act his Friends ſhall direct, to 

round'a Proof upon; but on adverſe Commiſſions, Difficulties may and 
o often ariſe for want of Proof; however, an Act of Bankruptcy being 

. fixed on to be proved as ſufficient within one or more of the Statutes, you 

then apply to the Clerk in the Secretary of Bankrupts Office for a (a) Bond 

to the Lord Chancellor to prove the Party a Bankrupt, which the Clerk 
will fill up from your Inſtructions, and charge 5 s. for, the Bond the peti- 

- tioning Creditor muſt execute, and likewiſe make an (5) Affidavit of his 

Debt before a Maſter in Chancery if in Town, or a Maſter extraordinary

enn attend, as ſoon as you appoint; The firſt Meeting is uſually at the

The firſt Meeting is had for the Commiſſioners to find by Proof an AR 
of Bankruptcy committed, to ſee the petitioning Creditor's Debt proved, 
and to declare the Party a Bankrupt accordingly ; therefore the Solicitor is 
to attend with the Commiſſion by which they are authorized to Act, and 
with the Witneſs, or Witneſſes, to prove the Bankruptcy ; but if the 
petitioning Creditor lives in the Country or cannot attend this Sitting to 
prove his Debt, the Solicitor muſt have, and exhibit to the Commiſſioners 
an Office Copy of the Affidavit of his Debt filed in the Secretary's Office: 

The Commiſſioners being met, the Solicitor opens the Commiſſion, upon 
which the three Commiſſioners preſent adminiſter an Oath to each other for 
the faithful Execution of their "Truſt, then they proceed to take the Proof 
of the petitioning Creditor's Debt by himſelf, if preſent, or by the Of- 
fice Copy of his Affidavit then exhibited to them, then they proceed to

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examine the Proof of the Bankruptcy, and having read to, and examined 
the Witneſs or Witneſſes as to the Facts, they will ſwear him or them to 
the Truth thereof; this done, they ſign their Names to the (a) Memo- 
randums of each Proceeding, (though I preſume bis the Commiſſioners Bu- 
fineſt. to draw their own Proceedings, yet tis expected by them, and it is 
moſt uſugl, far the Solicitor to come prepared with, the proper Forms thereof 
ready, aurote fairly over); this being finiſhed, the Solicitor pays them 205. 
a piece, and ſeeing the Proceedings are ſigned by all the Commiſſioners, 
tacks them together in order; in the mean Time the Meſſenger preſent 
fills up proper Warrants for ſeizing the Bankrupt's Effects, advertizing the 
Bankruptcy in the Gazette, and for the Bankrupt to appear and ſurrender 
himſelf, &c. which Warrants the Commiſſioners ſign, having conſulted 
each other and the Solicitor, and fixed the Days convenient for that Pur- 
poſe, of which the Commiſſioners take Memorandums in their Pocket 
Books ; tis left to the Meſſenger to pay for the Room ( 5-5.) and advertiſe the 
Bankruptcy ; and immediately to go and ſeize the Bankrupt's Effects, and 
put a Man in Poſſeſſion of the ſame with the Commiſſioners Warrant, 
though on this he uſually conſults the Solicitor and his Client. * 
- This firit Meeting, and till the Seizure, is uſually (on adverſe Com- 
miſſions) carried on with great Secrecy, to prevent any Suſpicion, and 
concealing, or carrying. away of the Bankrupt's Effects, by himſelf or 


Df the Advertiſement in the Gazette, and three firſt 
vel public Meetings. 


The Advertiſement in the Gazette, is to declare the Bankruptcy, and to re- 
guire tbe Bankrupt to ſurrender himſelf to the Commiſſioners, or the major 
Part of. them, on the three ſeveral Days therein named, and make a full 
Diſcovery and Diſcloſure of his Eſtate and Efes; when and where the 
Creditors are to come prepared to prove their Debts ; and at the ſecond Meet- 
ing to chuſe Aſſignees ; and at the laſt fitting the Bankrapt is required to 
finiſh his Examination, and the Creditors are to aſſent to, or diſſent from the 
Alloawance of his Certificate. | | 
Theſe are the Three principal Meetings, appointed by the Act of Par- 
liament to be publiſhed by the 1 the Buſineſs of which, is 
partly ſet forth by the Advertiſement, but not wholly ſo; for other Buſi- 
neſs may be, and is uſually done on the two laſt, to ſave trouble and Ex- 
pence, both by the Bankrupt, and his Aſſignees : At the firſt public Meet -
